may be speared from a boat as they are seen basking on the smooth pebbles. 
Perch abound almost everywhere. 


It may be remarked, en passant, that 
Jassenthwaite, a good sized lake that lies under Skiddaw, is the best spot for 
perch and pike. ‘The former fish, indeed, locally called ‘ bass,” may be caught 
there almost ad libitum. 
Few of the beeks which come into Ulleswater on the north are worth fishing. 

The wash from the lead mines has spoiled several. That which comes from 
Grisdale used, however, to haye a good many small trout init, though they 
run small, By far the best of these brooks is the one that runs through 
Martindale Forest, and enters Ulleswater three or four miles down the south 
side. It may be reached from the head of the lake by a stiflish climb, and 
by crossing what is called “The Horse,” a sort of pass on Place Fell. It should 
be fished immediately after a flood, and at that time good trout may be taken 
outof it. Towards its junction with the lake, a gray trout is sometimes chanced 
upon in autumn by those who use the minnow or murderous salmon-roe. 
Crossing Brompton Fell, a mile or two above Pooley Bridge, the angler will 
strike the head of a pretty good beck, which, if there is water enough in it, he 
may fish down almost to Hawes Water. This lake affords good trout fishing.

went by the simple process of “ groping,” ie., by thrusting thei 
into likely holes under the roots of trees or large stones, and ta 
chance of a trout. A good chance it had proved in their case, as they had got 
between them about 16Ib weight, which would fetch them about 10s. To arm 
them the better for their craft a strip of whalebone was attached to their 
wrists, passing @own the palm of the hand, secured again by ligatures along 
the finger to the end of the middle finger, where it terminated in a good sized 
hook, This was, of course, intended to prevent the fish slipping out of the fingers. 
The waters of the north are unfortunately poached in many ways. The net, 
of course, notwithstanding all precautions, is plied with deadly effect. There 
used to be, in the neighbourhood of Penrith, a female poacher, a great 
swimmer—in fact almost amphibious—who knew right well the deep pools of 
Eamont, and how to clear them of their denizens. On the small streams of 
Northumberland, the ‘‘mell,” or mallet, is a most destructive implement. It 
is a large, long-handled, wooden-headed hammer, and is used only when the 
water is very low with the summer heats. The modus operandi is as follows:— 
The poacher seeks the partially dried-up pools, in which, from the shallowness 
or non-existence of the water in other parts of the “burn,” the trout have 
necessarily sheltered themselves, and strikes, three or four times, with all his 
force, each large, loose stone likely to form a cover for fish. This stuns tho 
trout beneath, which soon, feebly floating on_ their sides, quit their hiding- 
place, only to be transferred to the ample pockets of the soi disant labourer. 
In some districts it is surprising what mischief is done in this way. 

A donkey load of lime distributed among half a dozen good pools will kill 
sackfuls of trout. Before the beginning of May, a great many trout, in certain 
rivers, fall victims to night-lines. After that time the baits are, fortunately, 
monopolised, for the most part, by eels. ‘ Coculus indicus,” and other drugs 
of that description, kill only white fish, as dace, &c. Trout are not to be 


deluded by them.

T HE week has been an interesting one, although it presents no particularly 

brilliant feature, if we except the Thames regattia, which has been the 
event, par excellence. Old Harry Clasper cannot, on this occasion, boast 
of beating the Thames men on their own water. a8 he has done so fre- 
quently. The attendance this year presented a vivil falling off; but with such 
brilliant weather, the Exhibition, and a host of otber attractions, this may 
have been anticipated. . 

There will be found detailed elsewhere two or three minor P.R. events, 
which form the whole movement of this branch of tie sporting world since our 
last. Things in this department are certainly rather dull, and we look forward 
with interest to the Travers and’ Reardon event as a source of some excite- 
ment. We are still in the dark as to the probabili!y of a match between the 
renowned Deerfoot and Captain Patten-Saunders, but we sincerely trust it 
will take place, for thereby hangs a tale of most entrancing interest. 

In the theatrical world there has been a squabble between Messrs. G. Vining 
and Watts Philips on one part, and Mr. Millbank and Miss Herbert on the 
other part. The subject in dispute was the new drama of “ His Last Victory,” 
which, as far as Mr. Philips is concérned, should have been éalled “ His Last 
Failure.”| Miss Herbert, or Mr. Millbank on her behalf, very properly with- 
drew the piece after the receipt began to fall off, and thereupon Mr. Philips 
writes to the Telegraphin great dudgeon, quoting asympathetic passage of a letter 
from Mr. Vining, addressed to himself, on the occasion of the withdrawal of 
the piece. Mr. Millbank turns round, and asks, very reasonably, why he 
should consult the interests of Mr. Philips in preference to his own, and, as 
Mr. Vining thinks proper to side with Mr. Philips, he has received, or will 
receive, an unlimited congé from the St. James’s Theatre; meanwhile he is 
compelled to personify a part in the drama of “ Friends and Foes,” written 
by Mr, Wigan, with whom he is at daggérs drawn. A happy state of things 
that!

voidness of the recent Derby. 

The July Stakes at NEwMARKET next Monday will not, however, attract a 
very large field, for it seems a gift to Blue Mantle; and we should take The 
Sage, Intrigue, Argonaut, and Breechloader for their respective matches, If 
we were sure that Buccaneer would run for the Stamford Plate he should have 
our unconditional patronage; and in his absence we find nothing so ‘ taking” 
as the Wasp colt, who will get a maiden allowance. An impression is prevalent 
that Blue Mantle will also run for the Chesterfleld Stakes, for which he has a 
7 lb. penalty, but we have yet to be convinced that he is better than Sacchar- 
ometer at the weight, though he has latterly been on the sick list. The ‘ dark” 
division is most likely to furnish the winner. Keane may take the midsummer 
proceeds, and Muffler the Exeter Stakes. , 

We have not yet received the official programme for Worcester, but there 
is sure to be ample sport on the favourite Pitchcroft am. ‘There is no bett Z 
to guide us in our selection for the Worcestershire Stakes, but Bloodhound 
Exchequer, Montebello, and Lord Stanley appear to have the ‘best. of.

There is no new phase in the Sr: Iincer movements, and really very little 
money is being speculated upon the race at present, though it certainly con- 
tinues to engage nearly every one in converse.

The success of the Claspers at the Thames regattas has 
long! een a theme of praise, and they were, as they have often been before,

Mr. T. S. Egan, of the University of Cambridge, kindly consented to take the 
onerous duty of umpire in this race, and the committee boat, the Venus, which 
had been motionless up to this time, was now put upon her speed, and accom- 

anied the race. ‘lhe Hammersmith crew had the best place, next to them the 

ondon, and the Neweastle had the worst position. It was supposed that the 
race would entirely lie between the Newcastle and London crews, and the 
former were backed at 5 and 6 to 4, and there was a great deal of money laid 
out upon the event. Mr..Egan started them all admirably, and for something 
like nfty yards they were all level, but immediately afterwards the Newcastle 
and London began to leave the Hammersmith men astern.

THE COMPLIMENTARY BENEFIT? TO JEM WARD AT 
HACKNEY WICK. 7 

OccastoNALLY there are exceptional circumstances in the so-called 
‘“‘pugilistic: benefits,” which call for special remark, and such was the one on 
Monday last, which took place at Mr. Baum’s fumed grounds, at the White 
Lion, Hackney Wick, when that day was set apurt, not alone to render a 
service, but to show respect to one of the niost tumous professors of ‘muscular 
Christianity.” Jem Ward may not only be fairly styled the last of the champions 
of the olden school, but also that, although many have assumed that self- 
styled honour, there has been no one who was entitled to be called the “decided 
champion” between his own time and that of Tom Sayers, the wranglings and 
the janglings between the two periods going for naught, until Sir Thomas esta- 
blished himself as the connecting link between the celebrated ‘Black 
Diamond” of old. On retiring from the active duties of the ring Mr. Ward 
struck out a new path, and by his own innate genius established a well-earned 
reputation as a painter—as the exhibition of his various pictures have proved 
—has brought up his family in a way that some have shown talent of the 
first order—in music especially—and himself has gained the respect and 
esteem of all who may have the pleasure of his acquaintance. Under 
these circumstances, and the day ‘being fine, it is not to be wondered 
at that the gathering on Monday was of a very different class than is 
usually met with at such displays, numbering those who remember and 
witnessed the days of the “real mill,” andassembled on this occasion to 
do honour to one of the most accomplished boxers of any period. With genius 
of any grade it is not always that they who most deserve gain success. Jem 
Ward is now located at the King’s Arms, near Whitechapel Church, and it is 
hoped that the proceedings. of Monday will have a tendency to retider assis- 
tance now that things are not too bright. There were about 1,500 assembled;

‘Nhére were the usual sports, including pole-leaping, raunfieg, 
and a greater amount of displays in the fistic arena than is usually witnessed, 
but we must epitomise what took place on account of the crowded state of our 
columns.
